Wilmington Board of Health 
has issued a series of guide- 
lines that residents can follow 
to protect themselves from 
being bitten by an infected 
mosquito. According to Health 
Director Greg Erickson, those 
precautions are as follows: 

© Since mosquitoes are most 
active between dusk and dawn, 
it is best, if possible, to avoid 
outdoor activities within that 
time frame. 

¢ Wear a long-sleeved shirt 
and long pants if you must be 
outdoors when mosquitoes are 
most active. Make sure that 
ered the same way. Also, place 
a baby’s carriage or playpen 
with a mosquito net. 

* Use a mosquito repellent 
that contains DEET, which is 
the chemical N-N-diethyl-meta- 
toluamide. Make sure to close- 
ly follow the directions printed 
on the repellent’s label, for 
DEET can be toxic if overused. 
In fact, make sure not to use 
the chemical on infants or the 
hands and faces of children. 
Also, avoid using repellents 
with DEET concentrations 
above 10 to 15% for children

In 
addition, a review of protocols 
and rescue procedures should 
be conducted with the life- 
guards annually to ensure a 
coordinated and expeditious 
response in the event of an 
emergency while lifeguards are 
on duty. 

11 Install a telephone with a 
9-1-1 line or a pull station near 
the lifeguard chair. Either 
device would be directly wired 
to central Dispatch. In the 
event of an emergency, a 


bystander could dial 9-1-1 or 
activate the pull station rather 
than relying on a neighborhood 
resident to call 9-1-1. A posting 
on the bulletin board next to the 
bath house should direct people 
to dial 9-1-1 or use the pull sta- 
tion in the event of an emer- 
gency. 

12. The Town should purchase 
an underwater camera for use 
in assisting rescue personnel to 
locate a drowning victim. Such 
a camera, when activated 
underwater, is capable of trans- 
mitting pictures to rescue per- 
sonnel on the rescue boat or on 
shore. 

One suggestion, = which 
requires further investigation, 
is to locate a remote camera 
possibly on the bath house, 
which would scan the beach 
and the lake delivering pictures 
back to a monitor at Central 
Dispatch. The camera could be 
activated once an, emergency 
call is received. Immediate pic- 
tures of the area would enable 
Central Dispatch to more accu- 
rately direct emergency per- 
sonnel when responding.

‘WILMINGTON - In many 
ways, Michael Cabral, who lives 
on Seneca Lane, is your typical 
1-year-old: He attends school, 
participates in sports, is a Red 
Sox fan, owns a dog, hangs out 
with friends, and so on. In other 
ways, he is less typical: on May 
20 of this year, Michael was 

with Type 1 (Juve- 
Diabetes. 
all began ona warmevening 
spring when the Cabral fam- 
out to dine at a local 
restaurant. 

| “Having just finished playing 
a ‘rigorous game of baseball, 
Michael was tired and thirsty,” 
explains his mom, Debbie. “He 
kept asking for more and more 
water and just couldn’t seem to 
get enough of it. We noticed that 

was inordinately sweaty and 
that his eyes had a sunken ap- 
pearance. He complained of a 
bellyache and soon afterward he 
began throwing up nonstop. We 
took him to the doctor, who sent 
him to Children’s Hospital. Af- 
ter running various tests, 
Michael was diagnosed with Type 
I diabetes.” 

Debbie actually has a friend 
who. is a diabetic, but as the 
family was to discover, there 
are various types of diabetes 
with symptoms that manifest in 
very different ways. 

“Michael’s diagnosis took us 
completely by surprise,” says 
Debbie. “Based on his symp- 
toms, I never would have put it 
together that he had diabetes.” 

Diabetes is a disease in which 
the pancreas does not produce or 
properly use insulin, a hormone 
that ‘is needed to convert sugar, 
starches, and other food into 
energy needed for daily life. 
Lacking sugar, the body begins 
td consume its own fat. Accord- 

to the American Diabetes 


diabetes. In addition to being the 
seventh leading cause of death in 
the United States, diabetes is 
also the leading cause of blind- 
ness and limb amputation. 

How has having diabetes af- 
fected Michael's life? 

“He has to do a finger-stick 
blood test every morning and 
take three insulin shots a day, 
one at each meal,” explains 
Debbie. “He is learning how to 
watch his diet, so that he doesn’t 
get too little or too much sugar. 

It is especially important that he 
stays physically active.” 

Staying active is no problem 
for Michael, who is the catcher 
for the Indians, a majors division 
teamin Wilmington’slittle league, 
as well as a goalie on the pee wee 
division of the Wilmington Youth 
Hockey Team. 

Michael and his family are 
grateful for the support that he 
has received from his teammates 
and coaches. His hockey coach 
recently dubbed him ‘Brickwall’ 
for his ability to stop the opposi- 
tion from scoring too many goals. 
Contending with uninformed 
classmates, however, didn’t 
come quite as easily for Michael, 
according to his dad. 

“In addition to educating him- 
self, Michael has had to educate 
his classmates about diabetes,” 
says Mike Senior, who serves 
on the Somerville Police Depart- 
ment. “At first, many of them 
were afraid that the disease was 
contagious and didn’t want to 
remain his friends. It just so 
happened that around the time 
that he was diagnosed, his class 
was scheduled to write individual 
reports. They were given arange 
of topics from which to choose. 
Michael chose the topic, “The 
Worst Thing That I've Ever Ex- 

’ and wrote about his 
diabetes. It helped his class- 
mates at the North Intermediate 
School to understand what he 
him cards during the five days 
while he was in the hospital, and 
when he got out, he came back to 
thank them. His friends look out 
for him now.”

Since diabetes commonly oc- 
curs amongst siblings, the fam- 
ily is carefully monitoring 
Michael’s 9-year-old sister, 
Kristin, as well. Ever since they 
‘went public’ with Michael’s ill- 
ness in a letter to the editor in 
last week’s edition of the Town 
Crier, people have come out of 
the woodwork to show their sup- 
port. 

“The community and my fel- 
low officers have been wonder- 
ful to us, and we're truly grate- 
ful to them,” says Mike Senior. 

“Complete strangers whose 
children have diabetes have con- 
tacted us to say that they under- 
stand what we're going through 
and to offer their assistance,” 
adds Debbie

TEWKSBURY - When Ciara 
Castro was a little girl, her 
mother was able to bring her 
everywhere. Then Ciara, like 
all kids, got older and grew big- 
ger, and in the time since such 
spurts in age and height her 
mother hasn’t really been able 
to take her anywhere. 

There’s a reason for that. 
Thirteen-year-old Ciara, you 
see, is confined to a wheelchair 
because she was born with spina 
bifada, a condition stemming 
from a deformity in her spine 
that has rendered her completely 
paralyzed from the waist down. 
When Ciara was young, it was 
easy for her mother to hoist her 
out of her wheelchair and seat 
her in the family car. Now that 
she’s older, though, and her 
mother’s back isn’t what it used 
to be, it’s going to take some- 
thing stronger to get her inside a 
vehicle and on her way to the 
mall or the movies or a friend’s 
house. 

In fact, it’s going to take 
something like a handicapped-ac- 
cessible van. 

There's one glitch, of course: 
Have you seen the prices of such 
a van? Ciara’s mother, Enid, 
has visited dealerships and re- 
searched the costs of such ve- 
hicles on the Internet and has 
found prices ranging between 
$35,000 to $45,000 
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“The prices have been steep 
so far,” says Enid. “We're just 
looking for a handicapped-acces- 
sible van with a lift. We're 
looking for something depend- 
able, you know, not too expen- 
sive, but also not so cheap that 
it'll break down.” 

So far, thanks to a generous 
family member, the Castros have 
raised $285, but, obviously, 
they've still got a long way to go 
before Ciara finds herself en 
route to the mall on a Friday 
night 

Not to worry. Marie Lochiavo 
has come up with an idea that

Priorities’ in 
Tewksbury 


“The Sutton Brook 
Area in Tewksbury has been 
added to the Environmental 
Protection Agency's so-called 
Superfund list,” notes the 
“Tewksbury Town Crier.” 

“Formerly known as Rocco's 
Landfill, the 50-acre site is 
located near South Street and 
has buried drums and contami- 
nated groundwater within its 
borders. The property’s place- 
ment on the EPA’s Superfund 
list makes it one of ten new 
sites throughout the nation to 
be labeled a top priority at the 
agency. A former specialty 
metals plant in Concord has 
also made the list. 

“The Superfund list, also 
known as the EPA’s National 
Priorities List, consists of loca- 
tions throughout the country 
that have the most hazardous 
toxic waste. 

“Rocco's Landfill began its 
operations in the early 1950s. 
Although the Board 
of Health ordered it to shut 
down in 1978, the disposal of 
waste at the location continued 
well into the 1980s. 

“Using its emergency 
removal authority, the EPA has 
already removed approximate- 
ly 10,000 tons of soil and more 
than 101 barrels from the site. 
In fact, the process to remove 
such materials continues to 
this day.

A ‘wicker’ good 
idea in 
Wakefield 

“To many people's surprise, 
the wicker industry has its 
Toots here in Wakefield,” notes 
the Wakefield edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“In the mid-1850’s, Cyrus 
Wakefield noticed rattan being 
discarded from clipper ships 
that no longer needed it as bal- 
lasts for shipping cargo from 
the Far East. This material 
was thrown into the Boston 
Harbor. As a result, in 1855, 
Cyrus decided this rattan could 
be used as furniture, so he 
founded the Wakefield Rattan 
Company in what was then 
known as South Reading. 

“Over the next twenty years, 
this business rapidly grew into 
factories and warehouses along 
with its popular demand for 
this Victorian style furniture. 
Being generous, Cyrus donated 
the land for the town hall and 
about $130,000 for its construc- 
tion. 

“Early in the twentieth cen- 
tury, machine made wicker 
became the new wave by popu- 
lar demand because of the 
intricate weave and practicali- 
ty. With the Great Depression 
and the new Art Deco style, 
wicker’s fad soon died out. 

“Today, the Town of

The Kennedys are no 
strangers to the world of 
hockey in Woburn. The fami- 
ly moved to the city in 1982, 
purchasing a home near a 
pond on a quiet road with a 
cul de sac. Shirley says that 
the three children spent 
much of their time at the 
pond during the spring, sum- 
mer, and fall months, and 
before too long use of the 
pond spread to the winter 
tnonths as well. Paul, who 
played semi-pro hockey and 
had just begun coaching high 
school hockey at the time, 
began bringing his children 
éver to the pond to skate. 

“Maybe hockey’s in their 
blood,” said Shirley. 

Courtney and her sister 
Shannon started out using 
figure skates, but very soon 
the girls began skating and 
playing hockey with the boys. 
$hannon and Courtney 
signed up for the Woburn 
Youth Hockey figure skating 
program. 

“Then one day during a 
show, Courtney didn’t want 
to skate out for her part, and 
we told her she could sign up 
for hockey, if she would just 
skate out.” 

Shirley says that later she 
came home, and her two 
daughters were coloring 
their white skates to look like 
boys hockey skates, using 
shoe polish. 

“I knew we were in trouble 
then,” said Shirley. “We 
signed them up for youth 
hockey, and the people at 
Woburn Youth Hockey were 
great. They never questioned 
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why she or her sister were 
paying boys hockey. 
Everyone treated them very 
well, and that’s saying some- 
thing, because at the time 
some other youth leagues in 
other towns didn’t accept 
female hockey players.” 

The girls played up to the 
Pee Wee level, and then 
Courtney tried out for a 
Select team called the 
Braves. She was cut, likely 
because she was a female. 

“Even though I was look- 
ing at her as a parent would, 
I still think she was one of 
the fastest players on the 
ice,” said Paul. “But getting 
cut was probably the best 
thing for her, because I think 
it really motivated her.” 

She decided to begin play- 
ing for girls hockey teams, as 
the sport was just starting to 
take off. Courtney and 
Shannon joined a team in 
Chelmsford, where she began 
honing her skills as a top 
defenseman. 

The Kennedy's watched 
Courtney attend Woburn 
High SChool during her 
freshman year, but there was 
no girls hockey team there. 
She was offered a scholar- 
ship at Buckingham, Brown 
and Nichols (BB&N), a pri- * 
vate school in Cambridge 
where “she never sat unless 
she got a penalty”, said 
Shirley. The switch of schools 
also opened up another chap- 
ter in the relationship 
between father and daughter, 
as Paul was now coaching 
the girls team at Cushing 
Academy, a rival school of 
BB&N.

bad guy, and if they won, 
then I.was kind of the bad 
guy with my team. It was 
tough trying to watch them 
play their games though, 
because our schedules were 
so similar. As a parent you 
want to be there, but we were 
busy at the same times.” 

The Kennedy girls were 
heavily recruited by colleges 
as graduation neared, and 
they attended Colby College 
for one year before deciding 
that the level of play at 
Division 3 simply wasn’t 
challenging them enough. 
They both decided (indepen- 
dently of each other) to head 
off to University of 
Minnesota, where tliey each 
excelled on full scholarships. 
During Shannon’s senior 
year and Courtney's junior 
year the team won the 
nationals, and during her 
senior year Courtney was 
named the Women’s College 
Hockey Association (WCHA) 
defensive player of the year, 
as well as the WCHA PLayer 
of the Year. But all that suc- 
cess took place while playing 
out in Minnesota, which 
meant even more travel for 
the Kennedys, as their son 
also headed West for college, 
attending = school in 
Wisconsin. 

“It’s something you just 
do,” said Shirley. “After a 
while you don’t even think 
about it. It just becomes a 
part of your life. As a parent, 
it’s just something that you 
do for your kids.” 

This summer Paul headed 
to Potsdam, New York, with 
Courtney, where she partici- 
pated in a hockey camp that 
he was running, so that she
